The city of Paducah is congratulat- 
ing itself on the fact that the State 
iBspeccois have proooaDesd tiM milk 
supply of that city to be as eood as 
any in Kentucky. Congratulations are 
in order. 

Thare nas b«en remarkable improve- 
ment in the milk sold in Kentucky cit- 
ies and this has been due to the ener- 
getic efforts of pare food officials and 
health officers, who have keen elimi- 
nating the unsanitary dairies and 
cleaniogSup diseased herds of cattle. 
As a resalt*ot their efforts there are 
more up to date dairies, and the dairy- 
men are taking greater pains to see 
that tlM poblie if sopplied with milk 
of better quality. 

The milk supply of the State is not 
all timt il sboaM be, as WMh remaios 
to be done.but it is gratifylne to know 
that in all our bigger centres of popu- 
lation something has been aeeomplisb- 
ed coward the protection of the inter- 
ests of the public. There is reason to 
believe (hat even on the farms there 
is more attention paid to the purity of 
the product than was the case before 
the pare milk campaign was begon in 
the cities. Kealeelqr now has many 
sanitary dairies where formerly she 
had few. She needs many more, as 
there is great xoom fez the es^paosion 
of Hmda tt y in diB Hy . II M men im- 
portant, however, that we should have 
a few clean dairies than that we sboald 
have many of the ether klai. Sanita- 
tion should come first; when standards 
are established along that line it will 
be b etter, both lor the daiiymea and 
fer the people ia moral.

Attacka Section oi Postal Laws. 

The opening attack upon the con- 
stitutionality of the sections of the re- 
cent postal appropriation act requiring 
newspapers to publish a list of (their 
subscribers, stockholders, as well as to 
label paid political articles as 'adver- 
tisements, was made Monday before 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States in a printed brief filed bv Rob- 
ert C. Morris and G. B. Plants, on be- 
half of the Journal of Commerce and 
Commercial Bulletin of Mew York. 
The esse is set for argameat orally on 
December 2. 

The. attorneys for the newspapers 
contend prineipallv that tlw sections 
violate the eunstitational liberty of 
the 25,000 newspapers, magazines and 
periodicala pabiished th r e o glamtvtae 
United Ststes. 

Unlike public service corporations, 
the newspapers, the attorneys claim, 
possess no elements which give the 
Government a right to regulate their 
business, except insofar as the public 
morals or public welfare is concerned. 

"Absolutely no authority can be 
found lor a contention that the provis- 
ions complained of in this act were en- 
acted for the public benefit," declare 
the attorneys. "Neither the govern- 
ment nor the public at large can be 
benefited by the knowledge of the pri- 
vate business affairs and the financial 
condition of the owner of a newspaoer. 
On the other hand, the provisions ob- 
jected to in the act are more than un- 
reasonable in their demands upon the 
ownor of a newspaper— they are per- 
niciously inqaistorial. They strike 
down private rights and invade per- 
sonal freedom and destroy private 
property, in that Ihey rnin tlm publi- 
cation if it refuses to meetStheir arbi- 
trary demands, for rain would surely 
foltow the deaial at the privileges of 
the msil. 

"In the art individual injury is in- 
flicted without any corresponding ben- 
efit to society. If the corporation is 
doinK business upon borrowed money, 
for which it has issued its notes or 
other obilgations, it must publish to 
the world the holders of such obliga- 
tions, to the annoyacce of such lend- 
ers and the endanagering of its credit. 
It must show the vulnerable spots in 
its financial armor to tbe benefit of 
its competitors and enemies. Banks 
and other large financial institutions 
will refuse to loan it money for fear 
that they will be held out and adver- 
tised as supporting or controlling its 
editorial or political policy. Nor are 
these fanciful objections. To the bus- 
iness man they are real aad alarming. ** 

The attorneys warn lawyers, doc- 
tor* and other profemkwal mea that, 
if this act is apheld.

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Science Hat Rudely ShiftMred Poetic 
IdM That Hm Bmn H«ld 
Pbr Centuries. 

For many centuries, even until com- 
paratively recent times, it was ilio 
common belief that pearls wer^ drops 
of dew that gained entrance into the 

shell of an oyster, and were ihero 
transpired into lustrous gems. Arab 
and Indian divers still believe that at 
certain seasons oysters come to the 
surface and suek In the raln-drops 
that later become pearls. Science, 
however, has rudely shattered this 
poetic fancy, and discovered the rer.1 
origin to be a worm. Dr. Hugh ^I. 
Smith gives some interesting infor- 
mation on this subject in the National 
Geographic Magaslne. 

We now know that almost any for- 
eign body — a grain of sand, a bit of 
mud or shell, a piece of seaweed or 
a small animal— may by its irritation 
cause tlie mollusk to coyer it with 
nacre and make It the nucleus of a 
pearl; but the largest part of the an- 
nual pearl-crop of the world is due to 
parasites that normally pass a part 
of their life-cycle wUhla tlM shall of 
the pearl-oyster. 

Minute spherical larvae of marine 
worms known as Cestodes become em- 
bedded in the soft tissues, as mnny as 
forty having been found in one Cey- 
lon oyster. As the result of irrita- 
tion, the oyster forms a protecting 
sac about the intruder, and then, if 
the larva dies, Its body is gradually 
converted into carbonate of lime, and 
the pearly mass proceeds to grow 
with the shell. 

If the larva lives, it may pass into 
the body of the strong-jawed trlgger- 
Hshes which prey on the pearl-oysters, 
there undergoing further development 
ntimately it reaches the body of the 
great rays, which in turn eat the trig- 
ger-fishes, yln the rasrs the worms at- 
tain fun development, and produce 
larvae that are cast Into the sea and 
find lodgment In pearl-oysters. Thus 
the cycle Is begun once more. 

We may literally accept the saying 
3f a" celebrated French investigator, 
that "the most beautiful pearl Is in 
reality only the brllllaat sarcophagus 
! Df a worm."
